- At my Arrival in Moſtcow,- I fell very ill of the Bloody-Flux; which made me be. 
in Moſcow when his Majeſty came home: About the latter-end of O&oher I was 
fomewhat recovered, his Majeſty then carried me down to Voronize with bim, Voro- 
#ize is about 400 Engliſh Miles South-Eaſt from Moſcow, There the Czar\immediate- 
ly ſer up a Ship of 60 Guns, where he is both Foreman and, Maſter-Builder; and- 
hor to tlatter him, Te aſſure Your Lordſhip ic will be- the: beſt Ship among them, 
and 'tis all fronp his own Draught : How he fram'd her together, and how he made 
the Mould, and in ſo ſhort a time as he did, is really wonderful : But he is able ar 
this day to put his own Notions into Practice, and laugh at his Dutch and Italian 
Builders for cheir Ignorance. :-'There are ſeveral Pieces of Workmanſhip, as in the 
Keel, Stem, and Poſt, which are all purely his own Invention , afd ung: good 
Work, and would be approved. of by all the Shipwrights of England, if they ſaw ir. 
She has a round Tuck, and a narrow Floor, a good tumbling Home, and Circular 
Side ; none are to exceed 11 Dutch Foot Draught of Water. He has not run into 
any Extreme; but taken the Mediums of. all good Sailing Pr6þerties; which ſeem beſt. 
One may, methinks, . call her an Abſtra& of his own private Obſervatidns whilſt 
Abroad, ſtrengehned by Your Lordſhip's Improving Diſcourſes to him on that Sub- 
je, and his own extraordinary Notion 6f Sailing. ' One thing as to her Keel is, 
hat ſhould it wholly be bear out,' yer it is ſo ordered,'that'the* Ship'will 'be tight 
and ſafe, and may continue fo: at Sea afterwards.

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Ships go forwatd, having put things in/ſuch a poſture, as that a Grecian (who has 
been in England) carries on the Buſineſs. Mr. Ney is Building of a 60 Gun Ship there 
to0.3 beſides, there are four of that Size (near butt) Upgn the Donezeworof 40-Guns 
already at Axoph, carried down ſomet me fince, and,'a great many*Galleys, &c. 

The Rivers Yorona, at Yoronitz,, when I was there, was hardly ſo broad as the 
Ships are long z but in the Spring about the latter End of April, or beginning of May, 
when the Snow melts, there 15 16 Foot Water in that lictle River, and continues 
chis height ybout 12 or 14 days, with g Rapid Torrentz with that force, that chough 
it be xoo0 Miles down to -Azopb. , yet the Ships will ealily betherein 9 ar 10 
days. There is 30000 Soldiers at Voronize, to defend the Ships from the Tartars, who 
are very miſchievous, and very ſwift'in {efting a place on Fire, and running away 
again. Thoſe Ships that are Launch 1je faſt in Ice about ewo Foot thick , ſo that 
the River is now as firm as Land, a 000g this is reckoned a very mild Winter ; for 
I remember in fanusry one Afternoon with a Southerly Wind it thaw'dand rain'd for 3 
or 4 hours, which is rare <neugh for an Amanat - The Gravad is.covered with 
Snow about a Yard deep, and 'tis mighty clear, piercing cold Weather, ſuch as in 
England wecan't imaging,” ' * |  S. are: als Res 

Looking again{t the Sun', ore may ſee innumerable Atoms of "conpeal'd Snow, 
flying up and down the Sky like Dyſt ; but within Doors: the Rooms are about as 
warm as 'tis in" June in” England,” male fo by Stoves, all 'over of a ſoft familiar hear. 
As to the Temper of the Climate in general, the Summers ( as laſt was) are ex- 
ceflive hot, the Winter as cold; the latter end of April, and part of May,” the Coun- 
ry is almoſt drown'd by exceflive overflowings of the Rivers, occaſioned by the 
melted Snow. The Land in Summer 4s pleaſant all over, and fertil, and all provi- 
ſions wonderful cheap ; as, a good fat Sheep for four Shillings, Bread, Beer, &c. pro» 
portionably ; 'and even now in Winter 'tis not much dearer. - I hope bv this time 
Twelve-Months, to give Your Lordihip ( in England ) a particular Deſctiption of the 
Country by word of Mouth. His Majeſty was at my Chamber two days of laſt 
Week, with Mr. S:yles as Interpreter ( who gives his humble duty ro Your Lordſhip.) 
You may gueſs what His Majeſty came to be inform'd in whilſt he was there; I 
ſhew'd him a Model of a Machine to bring up the Roya/Tranſport to the Volga, at 17 
Inches Draught of Water 5 he was pleas'd to like it, but gave no Orders for put- 
ting it in Execution , ſo [ believe the will-lie where ſhe'is now, and periſh. Here 
are Three Envoys, wit. the Emperor's, the Danes, and Brindenburgs, in this Slabads, 
(as it is call'd,) which lies from Moſcow, as Lambeth does from London. The whole 
place is Inhabited by the Dutch ; I believe there may be 400 Families, Laſt Sunday 
and Monday the ' Strangers: were invited to the Conlecration of General Lz For:'s 
New Houſe, which is the nobleſt Building in Ruſſia, and fhnely furniſhe. There were 
all the Envoys, and as near as I could guels 200 Gentlemen , Engliſh, French, 
and Dutch, and about as many Ladies ; each Day were Dancing and Mulick. 
All the Envoys, and all the Lords (but three in Moſcow) are going to Voronize to ſee 
the Fleet, I ſuppoſe. His Majeſty went laſt 'Sunday to Veoronize with Prince Alexander, 
and TI am to go down (being — recovered) wich the Vice-Admiral abour ſix 
days hence. ' This day was a Muſter of all the Seamen and Officers in his Majeſty's 
Service, 4 of which are diſcharg'd : They are to go home by the way of Narve; 
Capt. Perry, who was ſent to make a Communication berween the Rivers Yolea and 
Done, near Aftracon, is returned from Surveying the ſame ; he makes it appear Fealible 
enough to be done ; accordingly his Majeſty has ordered 40000 Men to be rais'd, 
and Materials provided for doing the fame ; which he has promis'd to finiſh in Five 
years, tho' I believe it may be done in leſs. When that is perform'd, then the Czar 
may carry his Ships from the Black Sea into the Caſpian Sea, and extend his Conqueſt 


that way.
